PARIS, Oct. 29-——Publication of the 
American income tax figures has 
given. the French revenue authori- 
ties a new idea as to how they will 
be. able to determine the incomes of 
American -residents of France for 
taxation purposes. Heretofore 
foreigners have enjoyed the privilege 
of paying a French income tax based 
upon an amount seven times the an- 
nual rent. they paid in France.

Dur- 
ing the past 12 months, Parliament 
has sat only for a few weeks. It is 
true the Government has been faced’ 
with tremendous difficulties and the 
unprecedented crisis proyoked by. the 
attitude of the Opposition groups, 
which persist in their policy of boy- 
cotting the Chamber. 

While the home situation has some- 
what improved since June last, it is 
not as satisfactory as it was when 


the first anniversary of the Fascist_ 


revolution was held. Signor Musso- 
lini, while successful in handling 
many delicate problems, has failed 
so far to give. the country that in- 
ternal peace it most desired.

Aside from’ the fact that a fiat 
income tax always bears more 
heavily on a poor man than on a 
ri¢h man, the poorer peasants are 
placed at a disadvantage in several! 
other respects. Because of their 
lack of working animals- and ma- 
chinery they are apt to get a poorer 
yield; both in quantity and in 
quality than their richer fellows. 
Yet: poor and rich are taxed equally 
according to dessiatines. 
The effect of this ungraduated and 
heavy t income tax has been to 
undo, in part, the leveling effect of 
the Soviet land law, which pre- 
scribes that land cannot be mort- 
gaged, sold or otherwise perma- 
nently alienated,’ and regulates each 
peasants share of land by the num- 
ber of “eaters” in his family. Since 
the introduction of the new economic 
policy there has been: a marked 
tendency on the part of the more 
prosperous peasants to grow richer. 
while the peasants who have no 
horses are sinking more and-more 
into a state of dependence upon their 
richer neighbors. 


Manufactured Goods Dear 


factured goods is a sore point in 
peasant circles. The peasants claim 
that they have to pay at leaat two 
or three times as much for manu- 
factured products as was the case 
before the war; and their consump- 
tion of necessities hag unm/stakably 
decreased. There has been increased 
production of textiles in Russia dur- 
ing the last year; but very little new 
clothing seems to have found its way 
into the peasant villages.

He discourses. on 
“Poetry and Life,”-on “Hamlet and 
tthe Elizabethans,” on-)“Milton and 
Parties,” and on “Madame.de Main- 
tenon and Women's Education.” 
There are two papers on Russian 
poetry, one of them on Koltsoff, who 
has been called with some justice the 
Russian Burns; the other on Fet, 
lyrist and. cherished confidant of 
Turgeneff and Tolstoy. 

| "There is also a somewhat formid- 
able discussion of the intricate sub- 
ject of cadences in prose.

The East mountain 
is White, the West is Yéllow, the 
Black mountain is the North, and 
the South one is Blue. (Regd stands 
for the stn, in sand painting.) ‘Over 
this mountain range is a prehistoric 
glow that lights the picture with a‘ 
strange dream-like sense.

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GREAT. VARIETY 
/ OF RADIO SETS 
AT LONDON SHOW 


Special from. Monitor Bureas 
LONDON, Oct., 19—The whole of 
the floor and ground tier boxes of 
the great Albert Hall were filled for 
a week recently with everything dear. 
to the heart of the radio “fan.” 
Here were wireless sets, ranging 
in price from a little crystal receiver 
for seven shillings and sixpence, up 
to multi-vaive receivers for £40 to 
£90 or to any price that the buyer | 
might care to pay for élaborate cabi- 
net work and accessories. 
Loud-speakers followed the same 
line, comprising “babies” that could 
be held in the palm of the hand toa 
gigantic thing some four feet across. 
the trumpet mouth. These varied in 
price from 25s to £100 or so, the 
latter price being mainly for orna- 
mentation. 

The cabinet work of the exhibits 
was in nearly every case of that 
class which one-has learnt to expect 
of the British cabinet maker. A 
clever device shown was a system by 
which in a house or hotel. where 
loudspeakers are wanted in several 
rooms, any one can be turned on in 
any room desired as long as the re- 
ceiving set is left in tune. In con- 
junction with this is a control unit 
of automatic relays which come into 
action when any loudspeaker is 
turned on. < 

Components for the amateur who 
wishes to assemble his own receiver 
were shown in.every varietv. Ready 
drilled and engraved panels are 
made for sets popularized by the 
wireless journals, so that the finished 
article looks anything -but ama- 
teurish. 

Wireless licenses issued now num- 
bér nearly 1,000,000 and Britain feels 
that it is In a fair way to catch up 
to America. Experimenters are still 
held up a good deal by what they 
regard as vexatious Post Office reg- 
ulations, but these will probably be 
relaxed in due course, as far as is 
compatible with the public wireless 
welfare.

mine the efficiéncy of this method 
of dispatching. 

At. first, the emergency truck 
would receivé its orders in an in- 
direct manner. By arrangement with 
the Detroit Police Department radio- 
casting station KOP, the department 
would summon the emergency car 
crew to the nearest telephone by hav- 
ing a prearranged musical selection 
radiocast. Specific directions were 
then given the truck over the tele- 
phone. , 

It was found later, however, that 
the orders could be radiocast with 
complete satisfaction. -This system 
ts in effect today, by arrangement 
with the police department. Any of 
the three emergency repair trucks 
thus equipped can be reached at a 
moment’s notice, no matter where it 
chances to be working, when need 
for it arises elsewhere, A construc- 
tion truck is sent to relieve it, and 
the emergency truck rushes to répair 
the new break, where it remains 
until the work is done or a new 
need arises elsewhere. 

In the four months ending Aug. 
31, Mr. Gould estimates, the radio 
system of dispatching repair crews 
saved the department more than 
$14,000, by enabling the crews to be 
at work when they would otherwise 
have been idle‘in the garage await- 
ing calls: Mr. Gould said that the 
system had not been tried elsewhere, 
so far as he knew. . 

The projected extension of the sys- 
tem includes installation df receiving 
sets on nine more trucks of various 
sorts, and inauguration of 24-hour- 
a-day service instead of 16, as is now 
given.

|Harvard’ s Latest in “Motors” 
Inexpensive, But Distinctive 


Under the ‘shadow’ of the once 
famous Harvard “gold coast” stand 
today some of the most woe-begone 
‘ever reached 

“vibration point” at 15 miles an 
hour, They” belong to well-to-do! 
Harvard’ undergraduates, purchased 
from home allowances, and they 
stand under the classic shade of 
Harvard buildings because there is 
nothing else for them to stand under. 

Their owners are college students 
and their garage will be the street 
‘all winter long. According to those 
who have watched these cars chug- 
chugging this season about Cam- 
bridge, marvels of ingenuity have 
been expanded ‘upon them by their 
owners, but the chief thing thet 
OF them going is their coat of 


The third, fourth and fifth-hand 
cars the Harvard students are buy- 
}ing this year’are nearly all painted. 
They are painted becauge the under- 
graduates can do it themselves. If 
painting cost money they would go 
without. Paint is about the~ only 
furbishing bestowed upon them. The 
colors preferred are strong, simple 
tones, such as Harvard crimson, or 
other primary pigment, with a dash 
of henna or cerulean on the spokes, 
just to give variety. 

‘Most of the cars do not have cov- 
ers. Instead there are the so-called 
“no-man tops.” ‘Some of them _do 
have windshields, and a few even 
boast mudguards, but this is con- 
sidered a “trifle ostentatious.” As 
for lights, brakes and horns, these 
“accessories” are fairly common. 
Otherwise, the cars are as nearly 
stripped of adornments and refine- 
ments as. cars can be and still keep 
running. 

Behind Persis Smith and Standish 
Halls in Cambridge on the street 
away from the Charles River, some 
of the undergraduate vehicles are 
parked permanently. There are 
cthers on Plympton Street, too, and 
in lesser lanes and passageways of 
the university town. The licenses 
show that some have come long dis- 
tances, for example, one car with yel- 
low torpedo body has a Michigan 
plate. 

The “Road-Bug” Species 

The cars are of two general types. 
The first, like the Michigan car, is 
of the so-called “road-bug” class. It 
has the chassis, generally, of a Ford, 
cut down to the water-line and then 
built up by home labor and the light 
of native ingenuity to a machine that 
comes to a tin point both front and 
rear. 

This kind of machine generally 
seats two. Its “mudguards” are oftcn 
wide strips of canvas. To get into 
the “hold,” the driver climbs to the 
seat and then wriggles into: the inte- 
rior. This car generally gets the 
brightest paint. There are a great 
many of them around Cambridge 
today. 


The other kind of car is less 
noticeable. It is simply an automo- 
bile loo ing so badly-that no one 
but a student would admit owier- 
ship. pre to reports, its en- 
gine needs all‘a student’s optimism - 
to keep it going. The garages about 
the university do a regular trade 
selling these cars before the football 
season. 

Students are said to buy ine for 
the outside games instead bf paying 
train fare. They can be hased 
as cheaply as $35. A salesman told 
the representative of The Christian 
Science Monitor that a certain Ford, 
sold at this price by the garage jast 
year, reached the Pacific coast under 
its.own power. 


What keeps these cars going is a 
mystery that troubles the pedestrian 
professors at the university. Even 
teachers in the engineering depart- 
ments admit there is not much .left 
in mechanics to teach the owners by 
the time the latter reach their 
courses. 

“If you only saw the condition 
inside and the kind of ‘copper-wire 
repairs’ that are holding some ofthe 
motors together,” said a garage re- 
pairman to the writer, “you would 
see why those boys practically never 
bring their cars to us! 

“There’s no mechanical substitute 
for the real thing that they haven't 
already discovered. The whole out- 
fit wouldn’ be worth four hours’ 
repairs at union wages. It’s cheaper 
to scrap than overhaul them. 


Marvels of Ingenuity 


“But for all that,” he continued, 
“those cars do surprising things. I 
have known some of them to climb 
mountains. It didn’t hurt the cars 
any and apparently it didn’t hurt 
the mountains.” 

One car seen by the writer had a 
two-gallon milk can in the rear, car- 
rying reserve water to keep - -the 
leaky radiator filled. 

Most of the Harvard students ones 
buy cheap cars, do so, it is explained, 
out of their allowances from home, 
“chipping in” with roommates td de- 
fray expenses. For $100 a fairly 
serviceable Ford can be purchased. 
Such a price, however, is generally 
considered too high. The surprising 
thing is, it is said, that many of the 
student buyers at home drive good 
machines, and frequently have their 
own sport models. 

You can see a group of well- 
dressed students—of the “best fam- 
ilies” at home—setting forth any day, 
clad in the regulation tweeds “and 
loose clothes, in a.car so ramshackle 
that even Henry Ford himself 
wouldn’t recognize as one of his. 

And later on in the season, in*the 
snow and ice of Cambridge winter, 
you can see the same cars parked out 
conveniently somewhere in a snow- 
drift, waiting for the warm weather 
to come for them to be chopped ‘out, 
for another season in man’s service.

To- 
day elections are being held, or have recently 
taken place, in all the leading countries of the 
West and in many lesser states) as well.. And. 
-in Great Britain 4wo, elections have been Held 
within a year, an example which may ‘besoon 
followed both by Germany and Italy. Certain- 
ly the war has giver democracy its chance to 
make -good.’ 

Yet despite its triumph everywhere, never 
has the popular enthusiasm for democracy been 
less. In old days; when kings and aristocracies 
held unchallenged sway, popular government 
‘seemed to promise the millennium. There is no 
desire today for a return to the outworn-. sys- 
tems of yesterday, but there is much less confi- 


dence than there’ was that the machinery of 


democracy is the panacea for human ills. Peo- 
ple are at odds with their politicians, with the 
constitutions under ‘which they live, with the 
apparent inability of Legislatures or govern- 
ments to straighten things out to their satisfac- 
tion. 

None the. léss democracy has come: to stay. 
That is not becanse democracy creates in itself 
a particularly efficient system of government. 
It notoriously does not, as eyery business man 
will agree. Nor is it mainly because a demo-— 
cratic system makes it impossible for those in 
‘high office to ignore the well being of the people 


+-and to deflect government for long in the inter-. 


ests of a-single class or cliques The fundamental 
reason is because, democracy creates better 


-men and women, by throwing the ultimate re-- 


sponsibility for public policy on the people them- 
selves, instead of niaking it possible for them to 
shuffie off that responsibility onto others. 
Democrack is not. so much an efficient system 
of government as the.best system of educating 
responsible citizens which has yet been con- 
trived. 

The Contrast was well, shown in the Great 
War. Imperial Germany was probably the most 
efficient government that the world has. ever 
seen. Yet its efficiency was imposed from above, 
as. a_result of Bismarck’s success: It was not a 
growth in understanding from below. Despite 
their prestige, the Germans were politically the- 
most docile, least responsible and least inde- 
pendent of all the great peoples of the earth, the 
Russians only excepted. In consequence it was 
possible for a small cliqué to utilize the gigan- 
tic state machine of pre-war Geymany for the 
ends of a policy of their own, practically with- 
out any effective internal: resistance of the Ger- 
man people themselves, . Yet when it came to 
the issue, despite unpreparedness and impro- 
' Visation, democracy stood the test of war. better 
than-more highly autocracy. +
